An Interesting Possibility for the Future 


Wear the idea that the Cape Playhouse at Dennis might easily be made a 
fine source of culture and education, of inspiration and helpfulness, and 
of wide accomplishment, a number of possibilities are now under consideration, 
and one of them is the idea of a Junior Playhouse. 


In a few instances, some of the more successful theatre organizations,— 
such as we hope we shall have at Dennis,—have carried out the idea of a group 
of junior players, working, not in conjunction with the mature and professional 
group, but under their guidance and inspiration, and producing plays of their 
own, acting, staging, and costuming them quite independently of the major 


group. 


In the case of most of these organizations, however, it has been the plan 
to charge a large tuition, and though commensurate with the training received, 
it is nevertheless prohibitive to many persons of worthwhile talent, and leaves 
this type of instruction available only to those who have money. 


At Dennis it might be possible eventually to build a very small stage, and 
a small auditorium, seating perhaps a hundred persons, and here put on new 
plays week after week under the guidance of a good professional director. “The 
actors, designers, scene painters, builders, electricians, costumers, — all the force, 
in fact,—might be recruited from the talented young people of the Cape. Per- 
formances might be given each evening, for one of the great values of training 
is found in infinite repetition, and numerous performances before very small 
audiences are of considerably more value than a few performances before large 
audiences. A small sum, might be charged the public for admission. This 
sum ought to cover the cost of production, not prohibitive in any case, for 
amateur royalty rates on the plays used would obtain in all cases. Play 
royalties, a staggering expense in the case of the professional theatre, would 
be reduced to a minimum, and other expenses would be proportionate. It is 
even possible that the receipts would be sufficient to support a simple and whole- 
somely planned living group for the young people. 


The idea of a Junior Playhouse is a nebulous one now of course, but it 
would be a fine thing for the young people of the Cape, and we know already 
that there is much latent talent here to be developed. If the interest of the 
public in the main theatre organization proves sufficient, such a branch junior 
organization would be a possibility and doubtless a fact. 
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MR. FREDERIC WORLOCK 


From the time Mr. Frederic Worlock joined F. R. Benson's Shakespearean company 
in England in 1905, and became leading man three years later, his life has been intensely 
successful and interesting. In 1909 Mr. Worlock played Valentine in G. B. Shaw’s “You 
Never Can Tell,’’ and the same year appeared in Conan Doyle's ‘‘Fires of SPate. aor. 
year later, and still in London, Mr. Worlock was winning fame in Cosmo Hamilton's 
“Mrs. Skeffington.”’ This was followed by a broader success in Shakespearean roles. 

In 1913 Mr. Worlock went on tour, playing in New Zealand, Australia and South 
Africa. Then came the war. For four years Mr. Worlock served England on foreign soil. 
He was wounded, and given the Military Cross. At the close of the war, and now 
a Captain, Mr. Worlock returned to London. His first role was in the musical comedy 
“Wiolette:”’ to be followed by playing opposite Miss Marie Lohr, and leads in J. B. 


Fagan’s Shakespearean company.
